A Collision Between the Sioux,Cheyenne,
and Pawneo Indinns,

The Fremont (Nebragka) Irbune contains the
Lollnlmng account of a very receut Indian

attles— .

About ¢« month sgo the Pawnecs, Omahns,
Winnebagoes, and Pouncnhs, nuombering about
1600 warriors, united their tribes for o ercat
bunt. Major Frank North, with about half his
command and rome s1X or seven white men
who were on a hunting trip, sccompanied the
expedition. Tbey crossed the Plaute river in
e victnty of Fort Kearnoy, and woul down (v
thewr old huntipe preands, on the Republican,
Not lorg «ince they were a'tacked by a small
wur party of Bioux, but after a short encage-
nient, drove off the enemy withont loss to them-
peaves, About one week uero another attack was
made on them by the Sioux and Cheyenne
tribes, and parties of other tribes, in over-
wh Iming vumbers, while they wero hnoting
buffulo.  Owine to the forces of the Major being
scattered on the hont, the a'tacklug party suc-
ceeded in getting ju between the detached
parties, thus securing a material advaninge, At
one tme during the battle Major North and his
warriors were cut off from the iriendly Indisnos,
and eompelled to dismount and fight on foot
vpotil ussstaner came 1o thems during this time
the Major logt three men killed and a nomber
wounded out ot bis small party of fitty men,

The battle comminced about the maddle of
the forenoon aond lasted until eveniong, at the
close of which the parties of friendly ITudians
had all got together and made a stand, when
the Sioux and allies withdrew, not caring to
loge men in a pitebed battle.

It is oot known how many of the attacking
party were killed, but it 1s supposed that quite
& number were, a8 tho friendly Indians were
much betier armed.

The Pawnee loss was fiyve killed, the Pon-
cabs one kilied, sud nambers of both tribes
wonuded,
